Denver Entertains Largest Crowds in History of that Show 


The 32d Annual National Western Stock 
Show conducted by the Denver Union Stock 
Yards January 15th to 22d, 1938, was an- 
other great display of what can and is be- 
ing done in the cattle growing country west 
of the Missour1l 
River. Here it is 
that one has the op- 
portunity to witness 
the old and the new 
west mingle on com- 
mon ground. The 
weather-beaten coun- 
tenances of the men 
who made the coun- 
try are giving way 
to the younger gen- 
eration which has 
not quite assumed 
the graceful curves 
of the pioneer lads 
who lived in their 
saddles. Polished 
boots, shining spurs, 
and colorful silks are 
strongly in contrast 
with the togs of 
other and perhaps 
more glorious days 
in the old cow coun- 
try that tapers from 
the mighty Rockies eastward across the 
sand hill and prairie country to the Big 
Muddy. 

Down in the yards there was no excite- 
ment for the Aberdeen-Angus fans for not a 
single fat load of Blacks was on display. A 
single pen of Aberdeen-Angus feeder calves 
were in evidence, but they like a vast ma- 
jority of the other feeders in the yards were 
not of show yard calibre. Donley Serrell, of 
Larkspur, Colorado, had a half dozen very 
toppy bull calves on sale, that were attract- 
ing attention of those wishing to produce 
better beef. Next to them was another pen 
of six bull calves from the Clarence F. Kir- 
cher herd at Indianola, Nebraska. Uncle Joe 
Harrison was there as usual with a few 
bulls, he perhaps has been the oldest and 
the most regular bull exhibitor at the show. 
The Journal does not believe he has missed 
a show since the National Western was or- 
ganized thirty-two years ago. 

Up on the hill things were different. The 
4-H’ers were a busy set and they had out 
a fine display, succeeding in winning the re- 
serve championship over all breeds, in very 
warm Whiteface and Shorthorn company. 
Ralph Dewall, of Coldwater, Kansas, show- 
ed his under a 1000 pound Aberdeen-Angus 
steer Wheezer, to the breed championship 
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and finally to the reserve in the entire 4-H 
section. Sterling Van Gundy, of Sterling, 
Colorado, showed his first prize under 1150 
pound steer, Pawnee, to the reserve breed 
championship. The light weight class of 
eleven was won by 
Donald Bostron, At- 
wood, Colorado, 
showing Black 
Strap. The heavy 
weight class was 
captured by Chester 
James, of Kanoraco, 
Kansas, showing Po- 
lorene. There were 
no mean calves in 
the classes this year, 
even the last in the 
classes of sixteen 
were good _ steers. 
The Journal believes 
that the boys and 
girls are making 
splendid progress in 
the improvement in 
quality of calves as 
well as in the job of 
feeding and fitting 
them for this most 
important show. 

Next on the pro- 
gram was the open steer classes, which per- 
mitted the first prize winners in the 4-H 
club to participate. The champion 4-H calf 
stood third in his open class and the re- 
serve champion stood in second place in his 
respective weight class, proving conclusive- 
ly that these boys had really done a good 
job this year. Cleo Yoder, of Wellman, Iowa, 
who has come up through the 4-H ranks 
made a splendid showing with his three 
calves. His calf, Wally, won the light weight 
class; Live Power another shown by Cleo 
won the under 1000 pound class and his 
under 1000 pound King Edward stood at 
second. The winner in this class was breed 
champion with Elliott Brown’s winning un- 
der 1150 pound steer, Evidence, carrying 
away the reserve breed championship. In the 
finals open to all breeds the Brown steer 
was made reserve grand champion of the 
show. Cleo also won the group of three 
steers with the University cf Nebraska 
standing second. 

In the mixed group, an open competition, 
there were five Aberdeen-Angus in the first 
three groups, the winners being all black 
and shown from Sterling, Colorado. 

Sam Fullerton, of Miami, Oklahoma, did 
a very fine piece of judging in both the 
steer and the breeding classes, pleasing both 


exhibitors and ringside with his placings. 

The breeding cattle show was one of the 
best ever made at Denver. Brown, Williams, 
Hollinger and Tolan supplied the outside 
herds when they presented their regular 
show strings of highly fitted cattle that 
were well received by the guests at Denver, 
and there were more of these guests this 
year than usual, especially was there in- 
creased interest displayed about the Aber- 
deen-Angus end of the arena. 

Albert Kniese, of Anton, and August Boh- 
lender & Sons, of La Salle, the latter a new 
firm, were present to represent the short 
grass country. While their cattle lacked the 
condition necessary for successful showing, 
they did make a very creditable showing, 
and they will undoubtedly be back next year 
with their cattle in better form. How they 
did so well under short crop conditions is a 
mystery that perhaps discloses the reason 
why Aberdeen-Angus are meeting such 
splendid approval in that section of the 
country. One gentleman who watched the 
show closely said that he had changed over 
to Aberdeen-Angus after running a bunch 
of cows and heifers along with his other 
pure breds through a hard winter. He said 
the Doddies came out in good shape—out- 
doing his other cattle by a long margin, suf- 
ficiently long that he voluntarily made the 
change. 

Elliott Brown, of Iowa, won both grand 
champion bull and cow with his senior year- 
iing bull Envious Blackecap B. 6th 504417 
and his senior yearling cow, Erianna B. 2d 
504419, respectively, both by Envious Mar- 
shall 3d. He also won the two and three 
bull groups, the aged cow and the senior 
and junior heifer calf classes, together with 
the get of sire and the graded herd. Garrett 
Tolan won the three junior bull classes as 
well as the five bull group, the two year old 
cow, and summer yearling heifer, the pair 
of yearlings and the pair of calves. 

William Williams won the aged bull class, 
Hollinger the two year old bull, the junior 
yearling bull, the junior yearling heifer and 
the junior champion heifer.

A recent visit to Aledo, Illinois, and in 
Mercer County, one of the hot-beds of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle, revealed that, again, 
plans are made and being carried out for a 
most successful sale. A_bee-like activity 
seemed to be present all over. The cattle 
have all been selected and are being groom- 
ed for the occasion. These breeders have 
learned that well bred, typey individuals 
sell better when properly presented, and that 
means a little better condition. Not show- 
shape fat, but in condition so that a move 
or change will not deter the growth but 
will enable the cattle to leave Mercer coun- 
ty ready to prove of value wherever they 
may go. 

Mercer County has long been associated 
with cattle, and especially with Aberdeen- 
Angus. The breeders have more or less 
been brought up with the Blacks and they 
know them. They know the good ones and 
the most successful blood lines, and they 
have them. For many years they have 
added to their herds good cows, bred by 
some of the most famous of Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders. They demand blood lines 
and at the same time are not forgetful of 
the individual, remembering that individual- 
ity counts as much as anything else in the 
business. In selecting their sires these 
breeders have been even more exacting in 
there demands. 

The spring sale will as usual be made up 
of a larger number of cattle than is general- 
ly sold at auction. The bidder requiring 
numbers may come prepared to find a car- 
load, or two carloads or more, and his 
cattle will all be worth while, for they are 
the right kind, are of proven strains of 
breeding and have done well at Mercer 
county and when others of the same strains 
have been sold they have become the basis 
for further purchase from_ these herds. 
About 84 head will be offered on the 17th 
of March, and although Mercer county has 
enjoyed good sales before and have offered 
fine cattle before, this will be a better 
group, a more uniformly well-bred group 
and will for the lover of popular families be 
an excellent opportunity to secure represen- 
tatives from the finest of breeding available 
anywhere. 

Upon arriving I found Mr. Hugh Mc- 
Whorter and if you have ever been in Mer- 
cer county you will have met Hugh, for his 
is the job of directing the Mercer county 
association. No, not alone, for he has as- 
sociated with him a_ board of interested 
breeders who assist and suggest new ways 
of improvement for Aberdeen-Angus ac- 
tivities in Mercer county. However, Hugh 
manages the sales and directs the publicity, 
shows visitors Mercer county herds and is, 
in a general way, host for the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders in that section—and it’s a 
big job. 

I naturally was anxious to see the sale 
cattle and after but a few minutes we were 
on our way. Two other breeders, Milo 
Sheats and Boyd Brown, accompanied us to 
Blakley & Hyetts farm, from which a 
group of ten head are being consigned to 
this sale. It is necessary to sell these 
cattle as the estate of the late Mr. Hyett 
must be settled, and accordingly all the 
Miss Burgess, the Cridlan Evergreen, and 
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McHenry Blackcap members will be sold. 
The first to be seen was the four-year-old 
herd sire, Double Burgess 488374. He is an 
excellent individual, is a double bred Miss 
Burgess and a real sire. Johnny Mommsen, 
of Miles, Iowa, feeder of the Grand Cham- 
pion load at the 1936 Chicago International 
regarded the calves, sired by this bull as 
the typiest he could buy. Five Miss Bur- 
gess females will also be offered and these 
will be well received, for they are right, so 
too is the Cridlan Evergreen and the three 
McHenry Blackcaps. I heard Rex Hyett 
state that if the estate could be settled 
otherwise he would not part with these 
cattle, for in them is a real foundation.

This International grand 
champion cow was then mated with the 1917 
International grand champion bull Ames 
Plantation Beau, whose sire was Egerton 
W., and was not only a show bull in his 
own right, but he was sired 
by Black Woodlawn who sired 
two International grand cham- 
pion bulls. Egerton W. had 
for dam, the famous imported 
cow Eldorene, considered one 
of the best ever brought to 
this country by the Eschers. 
Ames Plantation Beau has for 
dam the Cutler bred cow 
Blackbird of Woodcote whose 
sire Undulata Blackbird Ito 
was an own son of the High- 
land champion, Imported 
Prince Ito. Thus far showing 
a concentration of Internation- 
al and Highland championship 
blood lines, in the cow Ames 
Plantation Priboria, one of 
the splendid foundation cows 
in that herd. 

When Ames Plantation de- 
cided to mate her they chose 
the young show bull Ames 
Plantation Pep who was more 
than a three-quarter brother 
to this heifer. He being sired 
by the International grand 
champion Ames Plantation 
Beau and out of Hilldale 
Pride 13th who was from the

JAMES W. KNOX. 

James W. Knox passed away at his home 
in Jacksboro, Texas, December 24th. Born 
at Charleston, Tennessee in 1852. Moved to 
Jacksboro Christmas eve, 1872, died exactly 
65 years later, was very prominent in Ma- 
sonic circles, was First Commander of 
Knight Templar Chapter, one of the oldest 
Masons in Texas at time of his death. He 
built the present First Presbyterian Church 
and donated it to Jacksboro. 

He started his career in Jacksboro by 
clerking for Judge Horton in a general mer- 
cantile business which he became owner of 
a few years later. He was one of the or- 
ganizers of the First National Bank, served 
as its president from 1891 to 1933 and was 
the chairman of its board from 1933 until 
his death. 

Perhaps his most noteworthy achievement 
was the introduction of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle in his section with a few heifers pur- 
chased from J. H. Bean, of Iowa Park, in 
1898. He started what was in a few years 
to become one of the largest herds of Reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the world. 
In Vol. 35 of the book he registered 300 
calves. 

His ranching activities carried him into 
several other counties of Texas but his Reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus were kept at Jacks- 
boro. Both Herefords and Aberdeen-Angus 
were used on his ranches but the fact that 
he kept registered Aberdeen-Angus shows 
where his preference was. He stated that 
his average calf crop over a period of years 
averaged 98%. This should dispel the re- 


port that Aberdeen-Angus are shy breeders. 
In the death of Mr. Knox, Texas, the 
fraternity has lost one of the most ardent 
admirers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. He had 
not been active since 1933 due to his ad- 
vanced age. The cattlemen everywhere re- 
gret the loss of Mr. Knox.—Contributed.

CO-OPERATION and DETERMINATION 


The little couplet that appeared on page 
60 of the January issue aroused a little feel- 
ing among some of the readers. In case 
you have forgotten the dittie read thus. 

“Tis not the gale but the set of the 
sail that determines the way we go.” 

J. P. Hine of Shinrock, Ohio, adds these 
lines: 

“Nay my brother, methinks ’tis the 
rudder that names our port of call. Be 
this as it may, ’tis the wind has the 
say, as to whether we go at all.” 

This is just to remind you breeders that 
it makes no difference how much we want 
to accomplish, or how well we plan our 
course, we must move in order to reach our 
destination. How many times have you felt 
that some day you too would start to adver- 
tise your herd, and give your Doddies a 
oe to show you what they really can 

0? 

Now is the time to really set sail, for 1938 
promises to be a great year for the Dod- 
dies. Many of the breeders have taken ad- 
vantage of the discount allowed for yearly 
advertising contracts. Let us help you 
arrange your advertisements to appear this 
year. Don’t wait another year to see what 
the weather will be like before setting out, 
start now, for the barometer shows clear 
sailing this season. 

How many times have you heard the word 
“cheap” in reference to farm produce. You 
have probably heard of “cheap” bulls, 
“cheap” butter, “cheap” hogs, and “cheap” 
corn. This term is also used to apply to 
every product manufactured. What does it 
mean? When the price of something ad- 
vances, as they do, the purchasers usually 
resent paying the additional cost for some- 
thing they previously paid less for. 

If “cheap” is what the purchasers de- 
mand, there is scarcely any article manu- 
factured, or grown that could not be pro- 
duced a little cheaper, but they would not 
be as good a product. Those who demand 
cheap articles are holding back those who 
would and can produce such things to 
satisfy. 

Most folks appreciate buying products of 
known quality for the lowest price consis- 
tent with good business. To expect more 
than that may have a very bad effect. Presi- 
dent McKinley once said: “I don’t like the 
word ‘cheap’, It is not a word of hope or a 
word of cheer. It is not a word of inspira- 
tion. It is a badge of poverty, a signal of 
distress. Cheap merchandise means cheap 
men and cheap men mean a cheap country.” 

If we desire cheap cattle, we can easily 
grow them, but in doing so we would lower 
our standards so that it would take many 
years to develop our good cattle again. It 
does not pay to raise cheap bulls and cows, 
for as soon as you start to sell that kind you 
will find it nearly impossible to sell the good 
cattle you have for what they should bring. 
Many farmers think they have done a great 
stroke of business when they purchase a 
cheap bull, actually they should know that 
they will never be able to raise good cattle 
from that type of sire, but they seem to 
think that a bull is a bull, and that one is 
as good an another. Are you guilty of sell- 
ing “cheap” bulls? Remember that it is the 
forerunner of poverty and distress.—Dick. 
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Some Precautions When Turning Cattle 
to Pasture. 


(By Dr. George H. Conn, Freeport, II.) 


It is necessary to be particularly careful 
with the cattle herd when they are first 
turned to pasture in the spring or some of 
them are likely to develop a digestive con- 
dition which is often accompanied by bloat 
which is always serious and many times 
fatal. The cattle herd having been on dry 
feed for many months are particularly 
greedy for green feed. Therefore they will 
gorge themselves unless special precautions 
are taken. 

The cattle herd should be turned to past- 
ure on a dry day and in the morning late 
enough that there is no longer any dew on 
the grass. They should not be turned to 
pasture immediately after a rain. Before 
turning the herd to pasture they should be 
well fed and should be given sufficient time 
to eat a reasonable amount. When the cat- 
tle herd is turned to pasture in this condi- 
tion there is very little danger of bloating. 

The cattle herd should not be permitted 
to remain in the pasture longer than a 
couple of hours the first day. For the next 
2 or 3 days they can be left in the pasture 
for an hour or so longer each day. How- 
ever, if there should be a heavy dew or if 
there should be a rain, keep the animals off 
the pasture until the grass is dry. 

If the cattle herd is put to pasture in this 
manner, there should be little or no danger 
from bloating. If they are simply turned 
on to pasture that is wet with dew or rain 
and allowed to gorge themselves, there is 
serious danger of loss. 


——-0— -—- 
How to Treat Bloat in Cows. 
(By Dr. George H. Conn, Freeport, III.) 

During the late winter and early spring 
cattle that have been in close confinement 
all winter and have eaten large amounts of 
dry feed are likely to develop digestive dis- 
turbances which often result in bloating. 
While such cases of bloat are rarely as dan- 
gerous as those that follow the eating of 
wet clover or alfalfa pasture, yet they are 
often dangerous enough that they require 
first aid treatment. 

Three or four tablespoonsful of turpentine 
given in a pint of milk or a pint of raw lin- 
seed oil will often reduce the bloat in a very 
short time and prevent any further fermen- 
tation. A heaping tablespoonful of baking 
soda given in a pint of luke warm water is 
also helpful in reducing bloat in cattle. 

Another very good home remedy that can 
usually be supplied on most farms is for- 
maldehyde. Three or four tablespoonsful 
of formaldehyde should be mixed in a quart 
of luke warm water and given as a drench. 

In extremely dangerous cases any of the 
above first aid treatments can be repeated 
in one-half to three-quarters of an hour, but 
unless there is extreme danger they should 
not be repeated for one hour. 

After an animal has been treated for 
bloat, it should receive water with the chill 
removed for the first 48 hours and but very 
little feed. 


Articles such as the above will be found in later 
issues, with the hope of providing a few hints to new 
breeders in care and management of their herds.— 
Editor’s note.

Pride’s Eric, the subject of this conversa- 
tion. Hence the maternal line is plenty 
strong in blood lines well established in the 
breeding pen and the show yard. 


The sire of Ames Plantation Pride’s Eric 
has his foundation here in the Chas. Escher 
bred cow Envious Maiden who was a 
daughter of Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch 
and Imp. Envious Maid. She had gone to 
Ames Plantation and was there mated with 
blak Poe a son of Black Peer who was by 
the International grand champion Prince 
ito 2d whose daddy was Imp. Prince Ito, 
the Highland champion. The result of this 
mating was Ames Plantation Eda and when 
she was mated with the Cridlan bred Im- 
ported Eric 3d of Maisemore whose ances- 
try had substantial show records across the 
waters there resulted the good cow Ames 
Piantation Enamel. She was mated with 
Ames Plantation Elbarbeau, one of the out- 
standing sons of Ames Plantation Parte- 
beau and he was by the International grand 
champion Ames Plantation Beau. The dam 
of Kibarbeau was the Cridlan bred Imp. 
«imes Piantation Edyll, by Idyll of Maise- 
more. Thus adding more Cridlan blood. The 
result was a cow calf that assumed the 
name Ames Plantation Elsa. 


A short while before this the Escher & 
tyan bred bull, Earl Marshall J., an out- 
standing breeding son of the famous old 
Earl Marshall had been added to the Ames 
Plantation herd. Earl Marshall had sired 
six International grand champions and his 
get had carried the International show some 
six or eight times in succession. This tried 
sire was mated with Ames Plantation Pur- 
ity who was a daughter of the Internation- 
al grand champion Hilldale Pride 9th and the 
good bull Balatum, both of whom have been 


referred to previously. This mating brought 
forward a bull calf and he was named Ames 
Plantation Pal, and he was the pride of 
Manager Buckle’s heart. A show bull the 
minute Jocky Bruce found him. He was 
good enough to win his class at Chicago 
and to become the junior and reserve grand 
champion bull. The next year he returned 
to win his class again and become the sen- 
ior and grand champion bull of that great 
show—about as good a show record as most 
any bull can bring forward. 


These two young cattle, Ames Plantation 
Pal and Ames Plantation Elsa were mated 
to produce another bull. This time it was 
Ames Plantation Elmour and he is the sire 
ot the Junior champion bull, Ames Planta- 
tion Pride’s Eric. If there be any doubt 
as to whether champions are made or just 
happen, let the reader again go over this 
tabulation, slowly this time, to discover 
whether or not champions are made through 
a system of intelligent, tenacious plodding 
on the part of someone. 

Champions are made! These are the in- 
gredients: Good breeding, good feeding, 
good showmanship. Miss any one of these 
elements and the purple banner will hang 
elsewhere.

If those who are supposed to know say it 
can be done, and it is successfully done 
once, why can’t we try it again? It is with 
that thought in mind that the breeders of 
the Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation are looking forward to their com- 
ing sale at the University Pavilion on May 
9th. For some time now, people have been 
inquiring about the possibilities of introduc- 
ing beef cattle, not only because of the use 
they can make of the surplus land in this 
state, but because we have to report still 
further dissatisfaction among those who are 
producing milk, and producing it at a de- 
cided disadvantage. 

Myron M. Fuerst the president of the 
Eastern Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion has named Mr. C. C. Taylor, of Law- 
tons, Mr. Sam Morrison, manager of Briar- 
cliff Farms, Pine Plains, and himself as the 
official sifting committee to select the ani- 
mals which shall be used in the coming sale. 
With men of this experience and informa- 
tion, there seems no doubt but what nothing 
but the better animals will be placed in the 
catalog for this sale. It is the intention 
here to have but a very few bulls, and to 
specialize in bred females. There is every 
possibility that this will be the only sale of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle held in the North 
Atlantic States this year and since it has 
been dated exactly one week after the com- 
ing Maryland sale, we anticipate a healthy 
trade among the Bonnie Blacks here in the 
Kast. 

It will be recalled that last year many of 
the people in the state who had been dyed 
in the wool dairymen for years, insisted 
that there was no use in holding a sale of 
beef cattle here in New York State at all, 
because this was a dairy state and there 
was no place for beef cattle. We find with- 
in the last twelve months a decided change 
in attitude towards beef cattle here in this 
state.

and medium hay. Recently Mr. Myron 
Fuerst, president of the Eastern Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association, was on the 
lookout for some promising young stuff for 
addition to his herd at Pine Plains. He was 
much attracted by the heifer calves and 
yearling heifers which he found on the 
Four Winds Farm, so he purchased in all 
seventeen head which he took back with him 
to Pine Plains. I wonder if the breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle exactly realize what 
this transaction means. 

In the first place, as indicated above, Dr. 
Vose is a surgeon, and therefore he is not 
in a position to spend _a lot of time on his 
farm operations. Mr. Myron Fuerst is him- 
self a New York City boy, and went onto 
his farm some three years ago. So here is 
a surgeon who is not a farmer by any man- 
ner or means raising Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
for sale to a young fellow who during his 
boyhood was raised in New York City, and 
yet in each case the man is perfectly capa- 
ble of supervising the running of his farm 
and the rearing of these cattle. So here 
we have a chance to make use of the farms 
in the production of live stock which is 
much needed here in the East, not only 
from the point of view of the good of the 
land, but from the point of view of the in- 
quiry for feeders and fat steers. I want you 
to note a few things connected with this 
transaction, although it will not do for me 
to tell too much about it, but if you allow 
the comments from an _ outside observer, 
may I say that it was one of the best sales 
that has been held here in the east in some 
recent years, not only from the size of the 
sale, but from the point of view that it has, 
as above indicated, opened up an entirely 
new field for the production of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle here in the East. 

Incidentally I hope that you read between 
the lines that almost as fast as they are 
available, good cattle are being picked up 
here in the East, and we have not yet com- 
menced our spring sales which usually take 
place after the first of March.

It is true 
enough that few herd sires should, ever be 
used that are not outstanding individuals; 
but sometimes a grand bull’s individuality is 
pretty well overwhelmed by old age, hard 
service, or heavy unskillful fitting. And 
sometimes bulls with many faults but won- 
derful breeding breed true to the best of 
their ancestry. Criticism of a herd bull is 
a ticklish proposition. 

Old Earl Marshall was one of those prop- 
er looking ones, I am told on good authori- 
tv. I have seen plenty of hard-looking ex- 
cellent sires. Well, all this is very true, but 
it is hard enough to breed good ones from 
sires of excellent individuality, let alone 
from bad ones. You can’t make a silk purse 
from a sows ear. Let’s leave this argument 
about sires. Each elf to his own crock of milk 
(says he), I’ll stick to sires that are good in 
their own right. You can’t mate a cow to 
a story. 

Some of us are paying too much attention 
to families; and by doing so we undoubtedly 
will sacrifice some opportunities, and possi- 
bly make some costly mistakes. What per- 
centage of Erica’s blood runs in the veins 
of most Ericas of today? An Aberdeen- 
Angus family name does not mean much if 
any more than a human family name. How- 
ever, there are various strains of various 
families that have been in the hands of 
great breeders for generations, and that 
does mean something. Watch the breeders, 
not the families. 

Yet there is one minor point about family 
names of cattle that helps us to remember 
strains and even individuals more easily, 
and that is the old Aberdeen-Angus cus- 
tom of giving cattle names that start with 
the first letter or letters of their family 
name, or at least indicate in some way to 
which family the animal belongs. Some of 
us neglect to do this. I think it is a good 
old custom. A Scotchman is almost horri- 
fied to find a gilt called Bella of Ardargie. 
It is like finding a boy named Sadie.

Old ‘Time Meat Packer Wins Honors with Aberdeen-Angy 


A packing house superintendent for Ar- 
mour and Company in the days of “Way 
Back When” is attracting wide attention as 
a breeder of fine beef cattle. F. H. T. Walton, 
master of Creswell farm at Forest, Virginia, 
won the West Galway silver cup this year, 
a trophy offered by Scotch breeders for the 
finest Aberdeen-Angus exhibited under aus- 
pices of the Virginia breed association. The 
winning animal is Geneleric of Creswell, a 
fine young bull. 

Mr. Walton went to work for Armour and 
Company in 1872, five years after the con- 
cern was founded. He was 15 years old then 
and his first duty was to meet Philip D. 
Armour at the gates of the stockyards in 
Chicago and direct him to parts of the yards 
where he might find the kinds of live stock 
he wanted to buy. 

Mr. Walton was_ superintendent of the 
canned food department during the Spanish- 
American war and he tells the real reason 
why much of the canned beef sent to the 
army in Cuba could not be eaten. Army 
buyers insisted on the same standards in 
purchasing cattle for canning that they did 
in selecting fresh beef. Consequently, the

meat was much too fat for canning and 
turned rancid quickly. There was nothing 
harmful to health in the rancid canned beef, 
but it most unappetizing. Some of the 
Spanish War canned beef contained as much 
as 43 percent of fat due to the army’s speci- 
fications, whereas the canners knew that 
only lean beef couid be handled satisfactor- 
ily in that manner. 

Mr. Walton left Armour and Company 
about 1909 and went to Australia. Later 
he was connected with the packing industry 
in South America. He retired to the Cres- 
well farm about ten years ago and has won 
many prizes with his Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle—Armour Monthly Magazine, Jan-

The Secretary is especially anxious to se- 
cure all the information possible on the use 
of Aberdeen-Angus bulls for crossing pur- 
poses. Many of our breeders or their neigh- 
bors have had experience along this line. It 
will be appreciated if they will send us 
their personal knowledge or experience. 
This can be in the form of sale reports, 
feeding practices, photographs or anything 
that can be used to advantage to publicize 
the use of Angus for crossing purposes. It 
is not necessary to put this information in 
the form of an article. Send us the facts 
and we will embody them in the material 
that is being prepared. Your co-operation 
will be sincerely appreciated. 

We frequently receive some interesting 
reports from some of our breeders showing 
how they have developed a sizeable, pure- 
bred herd from a small beginning. This 
week two such reports came in. The follow- 
ing statement from Clyde Bonar, Burling- 
ton, Virginia shows what can be done in a 
few years. “I started ten years ago this 
fall with five registered Aberdeen-Angus 
cows (all old) and now have seventy-tive 
head of Aberdeen-Angus, fifty of which are 
registered.” He does not state the number 
of steer and bull calves from the herd dur- 
ing this period. 

Another fine illustration of what can be 
done with Aberdeen-Angus comes from 
Dean Mobley, Mt. Sterling, Illinois, who 
gives the following report: ‘In making out 
our farm account summary of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle sales from 1922 to the end of 
1937 we find that they totaled $84,631.00 
for 791 head or an average ot $107.00 and 
practically all produced on the farm. We 
still have $1500.00 worth of registered cat- 
tle. In 1937 we sold 134 head of registered 
Aberdeen-Angus for $16,897.00 or an aver- 
age of $126.00. Many were sold as calves 
or yearlings.” This is concrete evidence of 
the prolificacy and profitableness of Aber- 
deen-Angus, coupled with fine management. 

Registrations and transfers have been 
coming to the office in increasing numbers 
during the early part of the 1938 fiscal 
year. The number of applications for regis- 
try received during November and Decem- 
ber total 4092, an increase over 1937. Trans- 
fer applications also increased over the 
number received during the same period a 
year ago. Forty-eight new breeders became 
members of the Association during the first 
two months of the fiscal year. The follow- 
ing are the new breeders who joined the 
Association during this period:
